This operation, however, 
is not 


nearly as good as those which give 
the person a practically normal toe 
after the operation. In one of these 
the tendons are operated on and the 
toe is put in a splint, -which holds it 
in proper position as it heals. 


In another, the joint involved is 


operated on, with the result that the 
toe appears normal and is able to grip 
the ground like a normal toe, although 
there may be some stiffness in the 
joint after the operation. 


This type of operation is not ex- 


ceedingly difficult and any of the 
men who specialize in operations on 
bones and joints should be able to 
perform it satisfactorily in most in- 
stances. 


In developing these operations, new 


instruments and splints have been in- 
volved, which aid the doctor in ob- 
taining a more nearly perfect result.

It's 
Mysterious, But Not a Mystery 


Tale—"Most Beautiful Lady" Has 


Merits Aside From Plot 


"Most Beautiful Lady," by Dorothea 


Brande, is presented as a mystery 
novel—which sems to me to be a mis- 
take. 


For although this book does have 


a plot built up around a very dark 
and puzzling situation, its interest 
which this mystery arouses in the 
does not depend on the speculations 


adopted some decades ago. most grad- 
uates have taken with them into the 
world, besides their diplomas, only 
what they happened to have in their 
heads. No books for future reference, 
no way to pick up lost points or to 
relearn the nine-tenths of all they 
were sure to forget—or perhaps never 
knew. 


I have felt this to be a distinct loss 


to our graduates. It is perfectly true, 
of course, that a large number of them 
will never open any kind of text 
bcok again. There are thousands of 
people today, however, who must re- 
gret keenly that they have no means 
of quick reference, no way of review- 
ing facts unless they trek to the pub- 
lic library. 


It is not beyond reason to think or 


at least hope that some way could be 
worked out by schools, whereby du- 
plicate sets of books might be sold 
cheaply to students desiring them, or 
to distribute old s.ets when replaced 
by new ones. 


Even though they may lie untouched 


thereafter in a trunk or closet shelf, 
some way these old pillars of learn- 
ing contribute a certain moral sup- 
port to the ex-pupil. He feels that 
what he failed to get in school is right 
; there close at hand anyway. It sets 
one up in some mysterious way to 
have the source of supply ever ready. 


Reference departments of public li- 


braries as well as the vogue for en- 
cyclopedias and dictionaries in 
the 


home have naturally reduced our de- 
pendence on old text books. But there 
is something intimate about the book 
we lived with for years, ear-marked 
and 
marginally decorated. Besides, 


we know just where to find that con- 
jugation or quotation we so often 
ineed in a big hurry. There is noth- 
' ing like the book you "know." 


The only criticism I have to make 


of the school's loaning system is this 
gap it leaves in later life. I suppose 
nothing much can be done about it 
now, 
but some day it may be possible 


for each child to carry away with him 
a set of books to call hia own for-
